Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-4 and 6 are pending in the application. Claim 5 is cancelled. 
-The drawings were received on November 29, 2007. These drawings are 
approved. 

-The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-6 has been withdrawn due to applicant 
amending claim 1 over the prior art of record used in the rejection. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

has been changed to -axial- to correct lack of antecedent basis of the claim limitation

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for: 
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-thrust washer for planet gears having a bore connected to axial through holes 
which are uniformly spaced apart from each other in a peripheral direction of the washer 
and expand circumferentially from narrowed sections outwardly in a radial direction and 
in combination with the remaining limitations of claim 1 as written.
